County council steps up fight for 
fairer funding from government 


THE fight for fairer funding for Somerset has been 
stepped up as Somerset County Council calls for sup¬ 
port for an online petition launched this week. 

The petition follows cross-party support for fairer 
funding from the government for Somerset at a meet¬ 
ing of full council last month. During the meeting, all 
members supported a proposal to call on government 
to reassess the “spending power” formula it uses to 
allocate funding to local authorities. 

The petition can be found online at 
www.somerset.gov.uk/fairerfunding and asks the 
government to recognise the underfunding of rural 
councils like Somerset and review the way it allocates 
money to local authorities. 

Council leader John Osman said: “I am delighted 
that all councillors have welcomed the need for fairer 
funding for Somerset. The most recent budget setting 
process has included some truly difficult decisions to 
reflect the continued reduction in funding from gov¬ 
ernment. 

“In Somerset we are short-changed compared to 
other, more urban, authorities, despite the rising cost 


of providing services in a mostly rural county. As well 
as massive reduction in funding year-on-year, we 
have also been penalised by government for being a 
rural county in a process known as ‘damping’ where 
some of our allocation of funding has been used to 
help urban councils. 

“Our residents, communities and businesses de¬ 
serve access to the same services that are available in 
other areas of the country but Somerset taxpayer’s 
money is effectively being sent elsewhere.” 

February’s full council meeting approved £16mil- 
lion worth of savings for 2015/16. This comes after a 
stark £20million drop in income from the government 
for 2015/16 in the face of rising demand and signifi¬ 
cant pressure on Somerset’s key services. 

Councillor Osman added: “Whatever your politics, 
if you care about the future funding for public serv¬ 
ices in Somerset, I urge you to sign this petition.” 

As well as the petition, county councillor Linda 
Vijeh, who represents Ilminster, plans to lead a dele¬ 
gation to Westminster on May 11th to fight for fairer 
funding. 


Norovirus circulating in Somerset hospitals 


NOROVIRUS is currently circulating in Somerset 
with several wards in Yeovil and Taunton hospitals 
on restricted access to prevent further spread. 

It is present in the community all year round, but 
outbreaks tend to be more frequent during the win¬ 
ter months. 

Norovirus is a highly infectious bug and although 
the symptoms are short-lived they can be very un¬ 
pleasant. The main symptoms are projectile vomit¬ 
ing and/or diarrhoea, but can also include nausea, 
stomach pain, headache and aching muscles, and 
usually last for 24 to 48 hours. 

Trudi Grant, director of Public Health for Somerset, 
is asking everyone to avoid spreading this disease. 

She said: "As everyone knows, the NHS is under 
great pressure this winter, especially the hospitals. 
If you experience the symptoms of Norovirus please 
stay at home and do not go to your GP or hospital 
for at least 48 hours after the symptoms stop. There 
is nothing your GP can do while you have the symp¬ 
toms - just keep yourself hydrated by drinking 
plenty of water." 

The virus is highly infectious and easily spread 
from person to person in several ways, but particu¬ 
larly through contaminated hands, food or water. 

Trudi added: "Good hygiene is also very impor¬ 
tant, so make sure you wash hands with soap and 
water, and disinfect potentially contaminated sur¬ 
faces such as taps and flush handles using a bleach- 
based product." 

Norovirus can affect anyone, and can close hospi¬ 
tal wards, nursing homes and schools. People who 


have experienced the symptoms should not visit 
nursing homes and hospitals for at least two days 
after symptoms stop. 

NHS Choices offers the following advice if you 
have Norovirus to help ease your symptoms, and 
help prevent the virus spreading: 

• Drink plenty of water to avoid dehydration 

• Take paracetamol for any fever or aches and pains 

• If you feel like eating, eat foods that are easy to di¬ 
gest 

• Stay at home - don't go to see your GP because 
norovirus is contagious and there's nothing your GP 
can do while you have it 

• Contact your GP to seek advice if your symptoms 
last longer than a few days or if you already have a 
serious illness 

• To help prevent the virus spreading wash your 
hands frequently, don't share towels and flannels 
and disinfect surfaces that an infected person has 
touched 

Extra care should be taken to prevent babies and 
small children who have diarrhoea and vomiting 
from dehydrating by giving them plenty of fluids. 
Babies and young children can still drink milk. 

Councillor Christine Lawrence, Somerset County 
Council's Cabinet Member for Health and Wellbe¬ 
ing, said: "We all need to help our hospitals at this 
time. Norovirus is already affecting them and im¬ 
pacting on health care. Please stay at home while 
you recover from this unpleasant but short-lived ill¬ 
ness and help stop the spread."

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Superfast broadband to benefit nearly 
6,000 Chard residents and businesses 


NEARLY 6,000 businesses and households in 
Chard were given access to faster broadband 
when the Connecting Devon and Somerset 
(CDS) Superfast fibre broadband programme 
went live on Thursday, March 12th. 

A celebratory event was held at One Step Recruit¬ 
ment in Holyrood Street to mark the occasion. The 
celebration was attended by Mayor of Chard, Coun¬ 
cillor Jenny Kenton, Chard Town Team chairman 
Garry Shortland and representatives of CDS and 
phone company BT. 

Currently, there are 24 fibre broadband cabinets live 
within the Chard area, meaning that nearly 6,000 
premises can connect for the first time to superfast 
broadband. Hundreds of homes and businesses in the 
Chard area are already using the service. 

Villages such as Chaffcombe and Combe St 
Nicholas have also recently gone live with the high¬ 
speed technology and further areas of Somerset are 
scheduled to get access to the high-speed technology 
later in the year. The project has already made fibre 
broadband available to more than 100,000 homes and 
businesses across Devon and Somerset. 

David Laws, Education Minister and Yeovil MP, 
said: “I'm delighted for everybody in Chard who now 
has the opportunity to access superfast broadband as 
a result of the CDS programme. 

“The ability to access high quality communications 
infrastructure is both critical to businesses and an im¬ 
portant part of improving quality of life, and the more 
people across Devon and Somerset who are con¬ 
nected, the better for everybody.” 

Councillor Kenton added: “This will give the people 
of Chard the opportunity to really make the most of 
the internet. It will help people with online shopping, 
learning, entertainment and paying household bills.

and allow small businesses to function more effec¬ 
tively.” 

Mr Shortland commented: “The small, independent 
local trader has historically been at such a disadvan¬ 
tage to those with multiple locations and bigger budg¬ 
ets. But now those who can use digital platforms and 
social media intelligently are able to level the playing 
field and punch above their weight. 

“Superfast broadband will enable Chard businesses 
to compete at a higher level and ultimately, create 
more jobs.” 

One of the first companies to sign up was One Step 
Recruitment, which also has an office in Taunton. 

Chard branch manager Dan Shortland said: “Super¬ 
fast broadband is a massive plus not only for busi¬ 
nesses like ours, but for our clients and candidates. 
Being able to upload and download information 
quickly makes the whole process of helping people 
into the right jobs so much easier.” 

There are six local authority partners in CDS: 
Devon and Somerset County Councils, Bath and 
North East Somerset, North Somerset, Plymouth and 
Torbay, along with delivery partner BT. 

Councillor David Hall, deputy leader of Somerset 
County Council, commented: “CDS remains on target 
to make superfast broadband available to around 90 
per cent of our homes and businesses by the end of 
2016. 

“This project is making a huge difference to people's 
lives - the take-up rate in the areas that have gone live 
this year underlines just how just how keen businesses 
and members of the public are to get connected, and

Road safety becomes a priortiy for 
Police and Crime Commissioner 


ROAD safety will become an additional 
priority for Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Sue Mountstevens as part of a re¬ 
freshed Police and Crime Plan for Avon 
and Somerset, which was launched this 
week. 

Four priorities were set by Mrs 
Mountstevens in 2012, soon after being 
elected as the first Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC) for the area. The 
plan has been reviewed and the introduc¬ 
tion of road safety as a priority recognises 
the importance of the issue to local com¬ 
munities. 

Speaking about her decision, Mrs 
Mountstevens said; “Road safety is 
something which is regularly raised with 
me when I go out and meet with people 
and in the mail I receive. It’s an issue 
which means different things to different 
people; for some it is drivers speeding 
near their homes and schools, for others 
it is people using mobile phones and 
sometimes it can be the potential for con¬ 
flict between different road users. 

“What is clear to me is that people want 
to feel safe on and near our roads and I 
believe it’s right that we should be clearly 
saying that this is a priority for us. 

“Whilst a greater focus on road safety 
will bring further benefits to our commu¬ 
nities, we should acknowledge the work 
that is already taking place to help keep 
our roads safe. The police are well sup¬ 
ported by local residents with Commu¬ 
nity SpeedWatch schemes, a free Road 
Smart education course for drivers was 


launched last year and has had an excel¬ 
lent start and static speed cameras are 
now back on and supporting mobile 
speed vans and motorbikes. We need to 
build on this momentum so that all road 
users are safe and feel safe.” 

Including road safety as a priority re¬ 
flects the results of a regular crime survey 
carried out in Avon and Somerset, which 
asked people what the priorities for Avon 
and Somerset Police should be. Around 
four in ten people provided a response 
which falls under road safety. 

Four key objectives 

To deliver the priority, the PCC will 
hold the Chief Constable to account on 
the delivery of four key objectives; sup¬ 
porting practical and evidence-led part¬ 
nership approaches to road safety 
initiatives, supporting the development of 
Community SpeedWatch and road safety 
volunteers, ensuring high-quality road 
safety investigations and improving visi¬ 
ble policing on our roads. 

The Police and Crime Plan sets out Mrs 
Mountstevens’ aims, objectives and pri¬ 
orities in support of her role securing an 
efficient, effective, and accountable po¬ 
lice service and one which is responsive 
to local needs. 

The PCC’s five priorities are as follows: 

• Reducing the impact of anti-social be¬ 
haviour 

• Tackling domestic and sexual abuse 

• Preventing and reducing burglary 

• Improving road safety for all road users 

• Putting victims first 


Talking about the plan, Mrs 
Mountstevens said; “The Police and 
Crime Plan sets out my approach and pri¬ 
orities as the Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner and how I will work with the Chief 
Constable to make sure they are deliv¬ 
ered. Importantly, I’ve set performance 
indicators so that progress can be meas¬ 
ured with clear objectives so that it’s clear 
where we are doing well - and if there are 
any areas that need additional scrutiny. 

“I’m pleased with the progress made so 
far and that increasingly people have con¬ 
fidence in their police service. The plan 
runs until 2017 and there is still much I 
want to achieve for the people of Avon 
and Somerset. 

“Neither I nor the Constabulary will be¬ 
come complacent and we’ll continue 
working hard to deliver the plan and en¬ 
sure that policing in our communities is 
the best it can be.” 

Cyber-crime - including online theft, 
harassment and sexual offending - is also 
recognised in the new Police and Crime 
Plan as an area which is increasing and 
which presents new challenges for the 
police in protecting vulnerable people 
and tackling and reducing offending.

A SIXTH form student 
from Chard has gained a 
place on the Lessons 
from Auschwitz Project, 
run by the Holocaust Ed¬ 
ucational Trust. 

Mary Scott, who at¬ 
tends Axe Valley Com¬ 
munity College in 
Axminster, had to submit 
a short report detailing 
how she thought she 
could benefit from being 
awarded the place and 
how she would share this 
knowledge and experi¬ 
ence on her return. 

Mary’s entry was selected and she 
will leave for Poland on March 24th. 

The post-visit work is an extremely 
important part of this project and Mary 
(pictured) will be part of a follow-up 
seminar to reflect on the visit, explore 
the contemporary relevance of the 
Holocaust and prepare for her next 
steps as a trust ambassador. 

This will involve completing a proj¬ 


ect of their choosing aimed at dissemi¬ 
nating in their schools and communi¬ 
ties the lessons they have learned. 

The Lessons from Auschwitz Project 
is now in its sixteenth year and has 
taken more than 25,000 students and 
teachers from across the UK on this un¬ 
forgettable emotional and educational 
trip.

Art society explores ^dazzling'Viennese Secession 


IT was almost standing room only at the 
Neroche Decorative and Fine Art Soci¬ 
ety’s March meeting, when members were 
treated to a fascinating illustrated lecture 
from Douglas Skeggs. 

Writer, artist and TV presenter, Douglas 


explored the rich artistic movement of the 
Viennese Secession at the turn of the 20th 
century and the works of founder member 
Gustav Klimt. 

He detailed the other side of Vienna, 
away from the waltzes and high life, set¬ 


ting the works of Freud, the music of Gus¬ 
tav Mahler and the haunting paintings of 
Klimt, Kokoschka and Schiele into the 
dark time in the city before the outbreak 
of the Great War. 

The lecture was informative with many 
of the well-known shim¬ 
mering, golden pictures 
from Klimt explored and 
explained, together with 
those of the risque 
Schiele and others 
working in this often 
dark but always daz- 
zlingly inventive period 
of art. 

The talk also detailed 
many of the new build¬ 
ings and galleries of the 
time and it was an¬ 
nounced that Neroche 
DFAS members would 
be able to visit these and 
see many of the works 
mentioned during the 
2016 society tour 
planned for May 2016.

QUALITY, local meat and great serv¬ 
ice - we hope these are words you 
would use to describe your local 
butcher.

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Rotary clubs hope to boost membership 


PRESIDENT-elect of the Rotary Club of 
Ilminster, Linda Vijeh, recently attended a 
seminar at the Shrubbery Hotel along with 40 
other Rotarians from across District 1200, 
covering Somerset, Dorset and Wiltshire, to 
discuss ways to increase members.

Linda said: “I first joined Rotary 15 years 
ago, after being asked to speak at one of their 
meetings, and battled my way through to be¬ 
coming their first female member; now almost 
a third of our members are women, and we 
tend to be a little younger. 

“To encourage increased membership, and to 
remain relevant. Rotary acknowledges that it 


needs to be innovative and flexible in the way 
it operates. At a national level we are investing 
heavily in actively seeking growth opportuni¬ 
ties to support local clubs in a variety of ways; 
looking at different types of membership and 
the setting up of e-clubs. This is all very excit¬ 
ing stuff and demonstrates that as we celebrate 
our noth year in 2015, we are not standing 
still but are moving with the times. 

“On a personal level, in addition to providing 
a fantastic opportunity to do something good 
for my local community, as a Rotarian I have 
had the opportunity to meet with other Rotar¬ 
ians across the world on my travels.

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Crewkerne station misses out Council apologises for delay in 
on increased trainline services reopening Henhayes playground 


SOUTH West Trains’ proposed new timetable sees a 
lot of increased traffic on the Exeter to London Wa¬ 
terloo line - but Crewkerne will only gain one extra 
afternoon service to Exeter. 

The Crewkerne and Axminster stations have been 
caught in the middle, not benefitting from the in¬ 
creased Exeter to Honiton traffic nor the increased 
Yeovil to London traffic. When asked why, especially 
as a three-mile loop was installed at Axminster only 
a few years ago, a South West Trains spokesperson 
said: “Crewkerne and Axminster are benefiting from 
this initiative with an extra train to Exeter in the af¬ 
ternoon. The Axminster loop was built to accommo¬ 
date one train per hour in each direction which is what 
it does today. 

“The longest stretch of single track on the line is 
now Chard to Yeovil. To increase the service any 
more, there needs to be an additional loop at Crewk¬ 
erne and until this happens, this severely limits ca¬ 
pacity. 

“In our response to Network Rail’s Route Study 
consultation, we detailed that an additional loop at 
Crewkerne is required to achieve more than one train 
per hour in each direction.” 

Consultation is currently taking place with local au¬ 
thorities and rail user groups about the timetable pro¬ 
posals. 

Speaking about the timetable proposal as a whole, 
Tim Shoveller, chief executive of the South West 
Trains-Network Rail Alliance, said: “These are excit¬ 
ing and innovative proposals that would provide a 
greatly improved service for thousands of passengers 
in Somerset, Dorset and Devon and could also create 
brand new links to London for many communities. 

“The new services are designed to provide new op¬ 
portunities for work, leisure and business and would 
deliver a huge boost to the region’s economy. 

“We’ve had some great initial feedback on our ideas 
and we’re now urging the local communities and 
businesses to have their say and let us have their feed¬ 
back on these new proposals.”

The timetable changes proposed could be intro¬ 
duced as early as December this year if regulatory ap¬ 
proval is given. Consultation is taking place until 
April 2nd with stakeholders across the SWT network. 

Proposed changes to the December 2015 timetable 
include: 

• A half-hourly train service from London to Tisbury, 
Gillingham, Templecombe, Sherborne and Yeovil

• Offering Castle Cary, Bruton and Lrome direct 
services to/from Basingstoke, Woking and Clapham 
Junction (four trains per day) 

• Yeovil Junction, Sherborne and Templecombe have 
two additional trains in the mid-afternoon - 1.50pm 
from London Waterloo and 3.53pm from Yeovil Junc¬ 
tion 

• Two trains per hour from Exeter to Honiton during 
the Exeter evening peak 

• Yeovil Pen Mill will have seven direct trains from 
and three trains to London Waterloo each weekday

co.ukAxminster Railway Station is one of 36 to get a 
share of a £3.7million central government grant to im¬ 
prove cycle facilities. Full details of the project at 
Axminster are still to be announced, but rail bosses 
described the grant as “fantastic news for passen¬ 
gers”.

Rip it up and start all over again 


LET me start by saying how grateful I, and 
I am sure many fans are, for the hard work 
and dedication that John Fry and many 
other people have put into Yeovil Football 
Club over the years. 

I have often supported Fry against the 
criticism that he is far too negative in his 
plans for the Glovers, preferring a team in 
the lower reaches of the pyramid and still 
operating without too many debts - 
compared to shelling out money like 
some have following an injection by a 
rich benefactor, and subsequently seeing 
the club plummet to near oblivion when 
they withdraw their support or go bank¬ 
rupt. 

However, I think in the last two seasons 
has shown that you can be too cautious. 

To achieve Championship status was a 
dream beyond the fans expectations, 
and, but for some poor refereeing deci¬ 
sions, and missing theguileof a club with 
years of experience, we did extremely 
well. 

Yes we made some errors, but the team 
was built on a shoestring and it was diffi¬ 
cult playing against talented players 
being paid more than the wage bill for 
the entire Yeovil team. 

However, with relegation looking a pos¬ 
sibility at the beginning of 2014, and 
goals in short supply, it was possibly the 
time for Fry and his directors to slacken 
the purse strings and get a reliable 
goalscorer, or even two, to keep them up. 

He half put his hand in his pocket in the 
end and we got the hit and miss of Ish- 
mael Miller who was eventually sent 
packing by Gary Johnson. 

But the opportunity was lost to keep 
the Glovers in the Championship for an¬ 
other season because of their lack of am¬ 
bition. 


This campaign has been a disaster from 
the start and it is difficult to blame the 
board with Fry confirming that Johnson 
had a bigger budget than last season. 

But have the directors taken their eye 
off the ball on the field in their quest to 
develop the land next to the stadium? 

The saga has been running for some 
time now and it appears that the board 
are more interested in the benefits of this 
project, and perhaps their business heads 
have taken over. 

Whatever the reasons, the situation is 
now probably terminal after the latest de¬ 
feats against Leyton Orient and Colch¬ 
ester that sees them cut adrift at the 
bottom of League One. Now none points 
from safety with Just eight games to go, 
it ain't going to happen! 

Everyone knew the Skiverton/Way 
management idea was not going to work, 
and so it has proved. 

I have read Fry's statement on the club's 
website regarding the situation, and I'm 
sure he makes some valid points. 

However the fact is the Glovers fans 
have gone from the heady heights of the 
Championship to LeagueTwo in two sea¬ 
sons, and it has not been great watching. 

There is a rumour that season tickets 
are to be raised £40 regardless of which 
league they will be competing in. 

I think they need to think long and hard 
before doing that if they want any bums 
on seats come August. 

Rumour has it that there is a consortium 
waiting in the wings waiting to take over, 
and with the situation we have, it seems 
the sooner the better. 

I'm afraid it is time for a good clear out 
with the board, the management and 
most of the players making way. 

Let's rip it up and start again.

Jason Warner’s Keen Eye took advantage of Cracka- 
can’s penultimate fence fall to provide Mark’s 200th ca¬ 
reer success - 174 between the flags, 25 under National 
Hunt rules and one Irish point-to-point win. 

Making his fencing debut, the six-year-old had previ¬ 
ously finished runner-up under AP McCoy in a Uttox- 
eter hurdle race in July.
